It is not clear to the examiner 
whether or not these features are actually part of the claim. The language "capable of does not appear to further limit the generation of 
the report. Although the report is capable of being dynamically determined..., this is not interpreted as meaning this is a requirement.. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The references cited in the rejection appear to 
disclose the newly added features. O'Reilly discloses that the customer uses an application to request specific reporting items to be 
retrieved as certain specific times. Chang also discloses the ability for the user to communicate a data report request message 
comprising a metadata description of particular reporting items to be retrieved and wherein the user can enter requests by sending typed 
inputs to the server and recieve various reports .
